Winter weather was reported to

month ago. Enemy fortifications 
were reported crumbling under the 
fire of Soviet guns as the Red 
Army drove ahead. 


A Soviet attack in the north on 
a fortified point resulted in the 
encirclement of the garrison and the 
annihilation of nearly 200 troops, 
the Soviet High Command said. 

A Red Army detachment fighting 
on the Central Front was credited 
with capturing five German guns, 
several trench mortars, many rifles 
and other equipment.

8-Point Plan 
To Oil Industry 


Dwindling East 
Coast Fuel Supply 


WASHINGTON, May 11 (UP). 
—Petroleum Coordinator Harold L. 
Ickes directed the oil industry to- 
day to undertake a “far-reaching” 
eight - point program to bolster 
dwindling East Coast industrial 
fuel oil supplies “at the expense of 
gasoline.” 
| Officials said the program would 
‘increase total oil movement into 
the Atlantic seaboard, and that at 
least 150,000 additional barrels of 
heavy fuel oil daily will de made 
available to shortage - threatened 
eastern war industries.

Ickes’ recommendations cannot 
be enforced by law. However, the 
industry customarily accepts them 
as orders. 


ICKES’ DIRECTIVES 


His directive recommended: 

1. Formation of a tank car com- 
mittee to obtain “maximum ef- 
ciency in the use of all tank cars 
employed by the petroleum indus-

2. A daily increase of 150,000 
barrels in movement of industrial 
fuel oil from Gulf Coast and the 
Middle West. 

3. Adjustment of East Coast 
refinery operations to obtain maxi- 
mum production of war necessities, 
“at the expense of gasoline” and 
domestic heating oil, from a mini- 
mum amount of crude oil. 

4. Equitable distribution of crude 
supplies along East Ovast refineries, 
with each receiving amount in pro- 
portion to their operations during 
the last six months of 1941. 

5; Maintenance of East Ooast 
refinery production at 400,000 bar- 
rels daily—200,000 less than normal 
through movement of an addi- 
tional 100,000 barrels of crude oil 
from East Texas fields. 

6. Movement by Great Lakes 
tankers of 10,000 additional barrels 
of gasoline daily into East Coast. 
Officials said these tankers, many 
of which are built only to carry, 
gasoline, would release other car- 
riers for fuel oil shipments. 

7. Rearrangement of transporta- 
tion to provide oil to the South- 
Eastern states entirely through 
pipeline and tank car terminals on 
the Gulf Coast and the Mississippi 
River. This action will affect Vir- 
ginja, the Carolinas, Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama and Mississippi. 

8. Rearrangement of tank car 
operations to insure movement of 
at least 100,000 barrels of oil daily 
from the South to the Northern 
portion of the Atlantic seaboard.

Finally, Churchill properly declares that 
Europe is the main battlefield, and that the 
crushing of Hitler first will mean the down- 
fall of Japanese conquests in the Pacific, 


es THING adds up to the Second 
Front in 1942. Yet the word is not 
spoken, and precious time slips by. Europe 
and the United Nations will welcome the 
promise of heavier and joint British-U. 8. 
bombings over Hitler’s factories. But the 
land invasion is what Hitler dreads most. 

Churchill’s praise of the Second Front 
movement, which has reached great propor- 
tions in England, will arouse to new heights 
the people’s demand for the land attack be- 
cause Churchill himself has given the best 
proof that it is possible and urgent. 

The fight will grow sterner against the 
defeatist enemies of the Second Front, and 
the pressure will grow greater against the 
hesitations of those who delay the crucial 
action with the excuse that only “experts” 
understand the problem. For Churchill 
proved that the technical matter has already 
been settled—we have the means to launch 
the immediate land attack against Hitler. 
Still lacking is the political realization that 
1942 must be the year of decision and that 
failure to strike now may prove dangerous 
and costly to the cause of the United Nations. 

Victory can be won only by engaging the 
enemy’s land armies and destroying those 
armies. In London and in Washington, the 
people need to make their voices heard on 
behalf of this axiom. 1942 must be the year 
of the Second Front and Hitler’s doom,

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By attacking voluntary stabilization of 
wages, which is implied in the President’s 
program, Lewis is opening the door wide for 
the reactionary proposal to freeze wages by 
law. 

Our nation is in a grim war against Axis 
slavery. In that crisis, American labor has 
to take the lead in pushing forward the war 
effort and in making such sacrifices as will 
not interfere with the continuation of full 
productive power among the workers. When 
Lewis tries to inveigle labor into the idea 
that “government spending” for the arma- 
ments to defeat Hitler is a bad thing, he is 
merely preaching that defeatism which has 
put him in the camp of Hoover, Landon and 


the rest of the Munich-minded men. When 


he seeks to infer that labor can go on with 
“unionism-as-usual” in this grave crisis, in 
which labor’s own life is at stake, he is 
preaching a false and dangerous doctrine. 
Pretending to advance labor’s economic in- 
terests at the undoubted expense of success- 
ful prosecution of the war, Lewis is hurting 
both the workers’ economic interests and the 
war effort. 

This defeatist stab by Lewis at killing the 
President’s program can stir up the labor 
movement, which wants to win the war, to 
redouble its activities in support of the pro- 
gram. There are powerful influences trying 
to defeat it. Labor has to see to it that they 
do not succeed.

Dewey’s fixed glance upon the far-off 
post-war world seems to prevent him from 
noticing that there are vicious defeatists 
within his party—Senator C. Wayland 
Brooks of Illinois and Senator Taft of Ohio,

Mr. Dewey refrains from denouncing 
these gentlemen, just as he carefully re- 
frains from any sort of direct commitment 
on. opening a Second Front in Europe or full 
military alliance with the Soviet Union, or
